MURDER MOST FOUL 
A TERRIBLE TRAGEDY 
SO'THERN ALBERTA 


IN 


George Smythe the Victim He Acts 
the Part of the Good Samaritan 
and Gets Brutally Beaten He Died 
From His Injuries After Giving the 
Information—The Murderers Caught 


Information has reached the Hun- 
ALD that what at present seems to 
have been a brutal murder was com- 
mitted last week, at a place called the 
Loop, in the Crow’s Nest Pass, the 
victim being a ranther named Geo 
Smythe, who resided near Garnett's 
ranch, in the Pincher Creek district. 
It appears that Smythe had been em- 
ploved for some time freighting on the 
railroad, and was travelling eastward, 
when some men employed on the 
Bir mingbam contract usked him to 
give thema ride. He took them in 
his sleigh and carried them as far the 
hill leading to Bull Head Prairie, 
when he asked thein to get off to ease 
the horses going up the hili. ibey re- 
fused to do so and an altercation fol- 
Jowed, which resulted in their attack- 
ing Smythe and inflicting terrible in- 
jurieson him. They then made off, 
and the unfortunate man, althougn 
onto 


suffering fearful injury drove 
He 


Crow's Nest Lake for assistance, 
reached the Lake and told his story, 
giving the names of his assailants, In 
a few hours afterwards he died of the 
injuries he had received, 

The Mounted Police at Crow's Nest 
Lake at once started in pursuit and 
captured one of the men on the road, 
and the other threeshortly afterwards, 
concealed in the timber near Birming- 
ham 's camp. All of them were taken 
to the Mounted Police Post at the 
Crow's Nest headquarters in Alberta.

FORTUNES 


A Band of 79 Head of Cattle Earned 
Through industry—What Civillza- 
tion Does In Sporting Circles They 
Rank With the Best Festivities. 


The year just past has, on the whole, 
been u fairly prosperous one for the 
bool at Dunbow, which, with one 
hundred pupils in attendance, ranks 
third in size among the Industria! 
schoools of Manitoba and the North 
West. Several interesting innovations 
were introduced at the beginning of 
last year, and time has proved that 
they were wisely planned. Chief 
among these was the effort made to 
induce the boys to invest their earn- 
ings in live stock instead of sharing 
their money with the innumerable 
relatives, or frittering it away on 
useless Odds and ends, A begioning 
was wade in this direction in January 
of last year, and at present the boys 
own 7 head of cattle purchased out of 
wages eained by working out—not a 
bad record for one year! what do you 
think? These cattle are kept at the 
school until such ume as the pupils 
leaye, and in the meantime they are 
fed and cared for entirely by the boys, 
and by so doing they ates a gond 
deal as te how stock should be profit 
ably handled, 

The school crop last year was one of 
the hest on record, the yield being 
3,175 bushels of oats and wheat, and 
over 2,000 bushels of roots, potatoes, 
turnips, ete, 

A promising beginning was made 
last spring at Association football. 
which should bear fruit this year. 
Just lately hockey has aroused great 
enthusiasm and hopes of « passable 
team are entertained after the boys 
have been lick d into shape.

A LOT OF CRIMINAL CASES ON 
THE DOCKET 


HOW IT WORKS AGAINST THE 
GENUINE MINER 


GAMBLERS HAVE A SNAP 


The Burden of the Complaint Which the 
Dawson City Deputation Will Make 
A Recently Returned Klondyker 
Shows How the Gamblers Profit at 
the Expense of Working Miners 


Orrawa, Jan. 5. - While waiting for 
the deputation of Dawson City miners 
which was to have waited upon the 
Government today to protest against 
the mining regulations in the Yukon 
district, a recently returned Klondyk- 
er unloaded the burden of their com- 
plaints, “The chief objection,” he 
said, “is to the royalty.” 

“What is the matter with it?” 

“Why, it gives advantage to the 
gambler over the working miner. I'll 
tell you how it does so, Suppose I 
succeed after a hard prospecting trip 
in locating a good claim, The first 
thing I inust dois to go down to Daw- 
son City to record it and get help to 
work it. Along comes a crowd and in 
no time all the ground around the 
claim is staked off by tellows who just 
hang round for such chances. I go in 
and work my claim and of course must 
pay royalty. The other fellows just 
lie around the camp and do nothing 
but speculate on their claims. They 
do not work them but wait to see 
how my claim turns out, and gamble 
onthe result. All the Government 
gets out of their claims is theentry fee 
of $l anda renewal fee of $15 per 
renn. 

“This is unfair to the acta.) work 
ing miner, and keeps down the active 
development of the country. If the 
Goverament instead of taxing the 
output highly, were to hx the price of 
a claim at $50 in the first instance, it 
woud yield u good revenue that there 
would be no trouble about collecting. 
It would bave to be paid at the gold 
commissioner's office before the miner 
could get his title, 

“Lama Canadian, I haye mined in 
California, in Australia and other 
camps, but my own country is the 
only one I have struck yet where laws 
are made to hinder and discourage the 
miner, Lcau tell you this, that if the 
royalty law isnot changed you will 
see thousands of miners quitting Can- 
adian territory to work on the Ameri- 
ean side in the spring, They will try 
theirluck at Forty Mile or in the 
Manook country, The Manook coun- 
cry has not been much prospected yet, 
but is in a promising belt, and miners 
will sooner work where the ground is 
not quite so rich than pay this enor- 
mous royalty,” 


John Leclair Sentenced to Six Months 
With Hard Labor—Melville Fecples’ 
Case for Cattle Stealing to be Tried 
Without a Jury—-Other Items. 


Mr. Justice Rouleau took his seat 
on the bench at ten o’clock on Tuesday 
to open the January sittings of 
the Supreme Court. His Lordship in 
addressing the members of the bar 
stated that the disposal of the cases on 
the criminal docket would probably 
take some time, and consequently he 
would not fix the dates of the civil 
docket until the close of the criminal 
business, Due notice would be given 
to the members of the bar, The crim- 
inal docket was then taken up. 

David Samples pleaded not guilty 
to a charge of stealing $70 from Annie 
Walker, 

John Leclair pleaded not guilty to a 
charge of theft of a gold watch from a 
man nained Goodall at’ Midnapore, 

EE. II. Smith pleaded not ey toa 
charge of stealing 46 from R. H. At- 
kineon at the Windsor hotel. 

John Simons pleaded not guilty to a 
charge of stealing a fur overcoat from 
William Hill. 

Melville Peoples pleaded not guilty 
to a harre of stealing sixty head of 
cattle from the Cochrane Ranche Co., 
and elected to be tried by His Lord- 
ship without a jury. 

On the application of Mr. McCaul, 
Q.C., on behalf of the plaintiff, the 
hearing ot the Pacific Investment Co., 
vs, Swann was fixed for January 3lst, 
to enable witnesses to be brought 
from England and Silt Lake City, 

Mr, Muir, O. C., on behalf of the 
defendant consented, 

Queen vs, Samples: The first wit- 
ness called was Annie Walker, who 
deposed that she resided in Calgary. 
She saw prisoner in the house last 
Christmas night when sbe lost some 
money. She laid down to sleep and 
when she woke up the money was 
gone, 

In crots-examination the witness 
stated that she was underthe intlugnce 
of drink on the occasion, and could 
not say bow much money she lost or 
whether she had leut the accnsed any 
money. 

Maggie Mulvaney deposed that the 
accused went into the room where 
Walker was sleeping. He was told to 
gothese by her She saw Walker 
lend hun $30, 

Hie Lordship acquitted the accused,

Mr. Haultain’s protest against

taken into the Yukon district, asa 
violation of the powers of the 
Executive Council of the North 
West Territories has met with a 
good deal of objection from the 
eastern press, he Ottawa Free 
Press thinks it “hardly probable 
that the general public of Canada 
will see eye to eye with the North 
West authorities,” although it 
admits that as the law stands at 
present, Mr. Haultain seems to be 


rtainly as the law stands at 
resent, Mr. Haultain is correct in 
is contention, Mr. Haultain is 
the premier of the North West 
1 Assembly, a body to 
which has been entrusted the 
overnment of the North West 
erritories. These Territories do 
not as some of our eastern friends 
imagine, include merely the organ- 
ized districts of Assiniboia, 
Saskatchewan and Alberta. y 
eection 3 of the North West 
Territories Act, the North West 
Territories are defined to be “the 
Territories formerly known as 
Rupert's Land and the North 
W est Territory, with the exception 
of such portion thereof as form the 
province of Manitoba and the 
district of Keewatin.“ This de- 
finition brings the Yukon district 
clearly within the jurisdiction of 
the North West government. 
Prior to 1802 when a liquor 
license law was passed affecting 
only the organized portion of the 
Territories, ua prohibitory law was 
in force throughout the juris- 
diction of the North Vest 
government, and by the provisions 
of section 92 of the North West 
Territories Act, no intoxicating 
liquor was allowed w be brought 
into the Territories without the 
special permission, in writing, of 
the Lieutenant Governor. his 
provision is in force today in the 
unorganized portion ot the 
Territories, and has recentiy been 
acted upon in pacts of Athabasca, 
On October Ist, 1807, when 
increased powers were conferred 
on the North West government, 
the pane and privileges vested 
in the Lieutenant Governor were 
transferred to the Lieutenant 
Governor in Council, or practically 
speaking, tothe Executive Commit- 
tee of the Territories, It is evident 
therefore that as far as the im- 
portation of liquor into tne Yukon 
stands at present, the North West 
Executive is the proper authority 
to permit it. and to profit by the 
revenue arising from it. Of course 
the Federal government might 
deprive the Territorial Executive 
of this power in the same way as 
it might deprive them of any other 
delegated powers—though the 
doing so might be most unreason- 
able—but the powers claimed by 
Mr. Haultain are undoubtedly his 
poner: and it is not only his right, 
but his duty to resist any inter- 
ference with the exercise of them. 
Moreover, inasmuch as the revenue 
to be derived from the issue of 
permits will in all probability 
amount toa considerable sum and 
as the Territories with their 
growing demands need all the 
revenue they can raise, because of 
the nigyardly policy of all Federal 
pevecpments itis sincerely to be 
oped that Mr. Haultain will 
succeed in the effort which be is 
making to maintain his rights,

RB ‚ TÜÜ—— 
THE LONDON HORROR 


For the second time in its history 
the City of London, or the Forest 
City, has been the scene of one of 
the most serious accidents which 
has ever occurred in Canada. 
Many people will remember the 
A carey oceurvence which took 
place within a mile or two of that 
191 on Her Majesty's birthday 
1881, when 200 people were 
drowned by the capsizing of an 
excursion steamer in the Thames 
river. The recent occurrence, full 
details of which have already 
appeared in the columns of THE 
HERALD, though not so wide 
spreading in its effects is not any 
the less a terrible catastrophe 
which has already rendered many 
u home desolate. The occasion 
was oue which makes the accident 
deplorable in the extreme. A 
large number of citizens had met 
together for the purpose of 
discussing tho affairs of the city, 
and for hearing the “iews of the 
various candidates for honors, 
when without a moment's warning 
200 people were precipitated to the 
tloor below. Those who escaped 
death by the fall met it in another 
form by being crushed todeath by 
the heavy weights which fell upon 
them or by the panic which 
ensued, 

There is a lesson to be learned 
from the London disaster in many 
of our Canadian cities and towns. 
Too often, crowded meetings are 
held in upper rooms of frail or old 
buildings altogether unable to 
bear the strain. Calgary — is 
fortunately well proyided with 
suitable halls, where there is no 
possibility of danger, but in other 
places that we know of the exam- 
ination of public buildings should 
not ba allowed to remain a dead 
letter in municipal law, but should 
be strictly carried out in the 
public interest. 


THE CANADA EASTERN AND 
THE BASTERN CANADIANS 


The Hon, Mr. Blair is a Liberal 
of the New Brunswick school 
which believes in making hay 
while the sun ie shining. Mr. Blair 
has «nounced his intention of 
buying another railroad and the 
Liberals from Ontario are up in 
arms against him. The railway 
which Mr. Blair proposes to buy 
runs from Fredricton to Chatham, 
a distance of 136 miles, and is 
known as the Canada Eastern. 
It has already been subsidized by 
the Dominion government to the 
extent of $370,000, and by the 
peovince of New Brunswick to the 
extent of $420,000, At the Mred- 
ericton end of it isa bridge which 
was undertaken by a local com- 
pany with a capital of $20,000, 
which company a few years ago 
borrowed 300,000 from the 
Dominion Government. Not a 
dollar of the loan or tae interest 
upon it has ever been repaid, 
When Mr. Blair takes over the 
road—unless the Ontario men are 
too strong for him, the lien on the 
bridge is to be cancelled, and the 
whole indebtedness of the road to 
the Federal Government amount- 
ing to $870,000 with interest will 
be wipedout, Mr. Blair says that 
if he doesn't buy it for the country, 
the C. I'. will secure it for 
themselves, He proposes to pay a 
million dollars for it, in addition 
to the concession of the lien and 
over and above the amount of the 
Federal subsidy. 

The road some time ago was 
offered to the C. P. R. for half a 
million, but the company refused 
to accept the offer. It is not the 
Conservative but the Liberal press 
of Ontario which is now naturally 
asking who is to pocket the 
enormous difference between the 
actual value of the road and the 
price which Mr. Blair proposes to 
pay for it, and furthermore why 
should this read be offered for sale 
at all if it could be run ata profit?

Inthe 
modern 144 of doing business 
it would tor business purposes be 
nothing more or less than a 
farcical appointment. There Lave 
been commercial agents sent to 
London by other colonies before 
now, with lamentably deficient 
results, The man who makes 
trade nowadays is the commercial 
traveller, who is constautly en- 
deavoring to serve the interests of 
his employer, and incideutally ais 
own, by reason of his . 
One such traveller, with goods 
suitable for the fleld in which he 
labors, can do more practical good 
in a month than à government 
agent and all his staff could do in 


a year. It is no exaggeration to 
say that the efforts made by 
Professor Robertson to extend 


Canadian trade, during the past 
year, have been ot more practical 
service to Canada than all the 
work of the various hizh com- 
missioners since the institution of 
that office, Canada needs more 
men like Professor Robertson, but 
the difficulty is to get them. One 
thing is certain, they are not to be 
found among the clamoring pack 
of office seeking wolves who are 
today howling hungrily round the 
premier's feet in Quebec. Such 
men as these not only interfere 
with the professor's good work, 
but judging by their present con- 
duct in all probability would very 
soon “knife” him to swit their own 
shady purposes if they believed 
it necessary.

A CHAPTER IN HISTORY 


As our readers are already 
aware, the Hon. Charles Herbert 
Mackintosh resigned the 
position of Lieutenant Governor 
* the North at Territories for 

o purpose Of yiving his persona 
supervision to his large mining 
interests in British Columbia. 
Within the past four years during 


— 


the henorable position of repre- 
sentative ot Her Majesty in the 
Territories, many events have 
occurred which will occupy a 
prominent place when the history 
of Western Canada comes to be 
written. Mr. Mackintosh was a 
man who had duritg his political 
career proved himseif to possess 
ability as well ae energy, and 
when in 1893, the late Sir John 
Thompson choso him as Lieutenant 
Governor of the Territories, it was 
— felt that while the 
Territories were to be congratu- 
lated, the Conservative party in 
parliament had been deprived of 
one of its best men. o more 
fitting tribute to the conduct of 
Mr. Mackintosh during his term of 
office could be found than the 
acknowledgment made a short 
time since by the Attorney 
General and the Commissioner of 
Petlic Works, of the dignified, 
conscientious and courteous man- 
ner in which Mr. Mackintosh had 
invariably acted in the perform- 
ance of his duty as Lieutenant 
Governor. 

Mr. Mackintosh had not been 
very long at Regina before he 
succeede in _ directing the 
attention of Sir John Thompson's 
government to the enormous 
possibilities of the great and then 
almost unknown lands in the far 
north, and it will be remembered 
that it was at his initiative that 
the Mackenzie and Yukon districts 
were organized and named. To his 
efforts too, was due the establish- 
ment of law and order in the 
Yukon by the sending of the 
Mounted Police to that district. 

The Territorial exhibition of 
1895 was, however, the largest con- 
tract undertaken y Mr. 
Mackintosh. His firm faith in the 
good results which he felt sure 
would follow a successful ex- 
hibition of the products and 
resources of the Territories, co jo 
him through period of consider. 
able risk and uncertainty. As the 
result proved, his faith was more 
than justified by the event. The 
Governor General cams. up trom 
Ottawa to open the ‘Territorial 
fair. Over 8,000 entries were 
received — double the number 
hitherto recordrd at Winnipeg. 
Thousands of persons from all 
parts of Canada and the United 
States came and saw and 
wondered. The North W est Terri- 
tories were advertised in a manner 
never before attempted, and an 
impetus was given to mixed 
farming and stock raising which 
is being felt today. The com- 
paratively small appropriation 
which had been placed at the 
disposal of Mr. Mackintosh proved 
utterly inadequate and it was 
found necessary to lay the matter 
again before parliament, and as a 
result of His Honor's personal 
exertions, payment of outstanding 
fair accounts was promised an 
subsequently carried out. 

Last autumn. Mr. Mackintosh 
paid a visit to England where he 
met an old friend and school 
fellow, Mr. Whitaker Wrizht, who 
introduced him to a large number 
of capitalists. Before his return, 
he was the honored guest ata 
magnificent banquet in London 
which was presided over by Lord 
Dufferin. On that occasion Mr. 
Mackintosh made the speech of his 
life. In burning words, he im- 
pressed upog his hearers the 

rowing importance of Western 
Canada as a field for the invest 
ment of camtal. The London 
papers of the time admitted that 
be had done more to enlighten 
the British public on that question 
than any previous speaker or 
writer. The idea caught on iu the 
right quarter and as a result The 
British America Corporation, 
Limited” was orgunized with a 
capital of seven anda half millions 
of dollars, Mr. Mackintosh becom- 
ing a director. The company has 
acquired some of the best claims 
in the Kootenay as wellas in the 
Yukon, and numbers among its 
shareholders some of the strongest 
financiers in E, gland. As man- 
aging director of the corp uration 
Mr. Mackintosh will have full 
control of its operations in British 
Columbia and the Yukon, and his 


undoubted ability and influence 
should bring him success, Mr. 
Mackintosh has the happy faculty 
of making friends wherever he

Sin. — The Government at Regi 
appear to feel leved at the affairs of 
the Yukon territory being managed 
from Ottawa, but it would be a serious 
mistake if it were otherwise, We do 
not even know if the local governmeat 
is yet fully capable of governing their 
present vast territory so far as their 
present powers go. [nthe opinion of 
— 22 they are not. Many of our 
legislators live in British Columbia, 
and have their treasure and their 
heart there also, and the control is lett 
practically to two men, who run the 
country as they like, regardless of 
anyone, 

We ao not yet know what is going 
to be in the Yukon, or the extent of 
the immense influx of all sorts and 
conditions of men trom all parts of the 
world, and only the Federal power can 
properly deal with it in every detail. 
as they have control of the police and 
and of all international questions, The 
eyes of the world are now upon the 
Yukon, and any weakness or mistake 
in its government will hurt Canada, 
It is an extraordinary case, reqairiny , 
perhaps extraordinary measures, and 
to leave anv of it in the hands of the 
local government of the Territories 
would be the extreme of folly. 

As for autonomy we are not ready | 
for it, we have not enough capable: 
men with sufficient leisure and menus 
1o attend to politics or gavern nent 
there are in eastern Canada. No doubt 
there are plenty of lawyers looking | 
for jobs, and many place seekers with 
scarcely a stake in the country, bit 
we bave not the required number ori 
practical men who would think first | 
and only of the needs of their country.

A 
tnemont later he stepped off the skip. 
What happened then will never be 
exactly known, Captain Hall was 
one of Rossland’s most popular citi- 
zens, and bis death is deeply deplored 
nere.

THE LONDON DISASTER 


Lonpon, Jan, 6,—The actual number 
of the,killed in the London disaster is 
20. An eye witness of the disaster 
says: The piatform seemed to pitch 
forward, the floor around it gave way 
and down through the floor 200 people 
were hurled to death, Crashing down 
upon the heads of the doomed ones 
came the huge safe and iron steam 
coils, which were standing in the 
northeastern corner of the hall. Jag- 
ged beams and timber from the broken 
floor were hurled down upon the 
seething mass «°° humanity, Seen 
from above all sceined struggling for 
life like the crew of a sinking ship. 
Some of those least injured dragged 
themselves painfully to the walls and 
endeavored to reach the floor, from 
which they had fallen. Down in the 
pit lav scores of motionless figures, 
Many lads who had climbed behind 
the mayor's chair as acoign of vantnge 
were among the victims and their 
screams for help in their child treble 
added a new horror to the scene. With 
the first swayings of the floor there 
was u rush of excited men towards the 
doors. Fortunately there were men 
exits and although many of the weak- 
er ones were crushed down and tramp- 
wd upon by those fighting for tneir 
freedom and safety, no one was seri- 
ously injured.

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DURRANT MUST NOW APPEAL 
TO HEAVEN 


HANGED YESTERDAY AT 10:10| 


United Stetes District and Circuit 
Court Closed to any Further Appli- 
cation Durrant Goes Into Hysterics 
But Quieted Down at the Execution 


SAN QUENTIN, Cal, Jan. 8.— Theo- 
dore Durrant was hanged yesterday at. 
ten minutes past ten o’rlock in the 
forenoon at San Quentin prison, Call- 
fornia. When the news artived on 
Thursday thatthe United States dis- 
trict and circuit courts were closed to 
any further applications on hia behalf, 
Durrant entirely gave up all hope and 
broke down entirely. While alone 
with his guard, he gave way lo the 
most violent hysterical outbreake, 
rolling on the floor of his cell, scream- 
ing and crying, although when visited 
bv his parents and friends he succeed- 
ed in controlling himself and in simu- 
lating cal:nness. Two hundred invi- 
tations to be present at the execution 
were sent out, and at once the city of 
San Francisco became flooded with 
bogus invitations, many of which 
were sold before the frand was detect- 
ed. Before Durrant was brought i9 
the scaffold, Warden Hall addressed 
those present, asking for absolute sil- 
enceand decotum during the execu- 
tion, Contrary to general expectation, 
Durrant showed very little nervous- 
ness at the crucial moment, the 
preliminaries having been at his own 
request, — so over in his cell on 
the previous day. J. nade no state- 
ment, and died appaicntly without a 
struggle. hu public were not allowed 
to view his features after theexecution, 
Warden Hale has acveded to the 
request of Durrant, and no autopsy 
will be held, The condemned man 
received spiritual consolation from 
Rev, Wm. Rader, a Oongregational 
minister from San Francisco,
